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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-6 , 24, 26-30 and 38-42 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Claim 1, the prior art of record does not teach nor suggest, in the claimed 
combination, a temperature independent microscopic switch with a conductive beam 
suspended from an anchor to a substrate, and at least one tether, with on end attached 
to a fixed location and the other end attached to the conductive beam away from the 
anchor. 

Claim 24, the prior art of record does not teach nor suggest, in the claimed 
combination, a MEMS device with a cantilever arm for completing an electrical path 
having a portion attached to a non-conductive substrate and a movable portion 
suspended over a conducting surface, and a tether with on end attached to a fixed 
location on the MEM device and the other end attached to the movable portion of the 
cantilever arm. 

Claim 39, the prior art of record does not teach nor suggest, in the claimed 
combination, a method of operating a temperature independent microscopic switch a 
moving suspended beam for completing an electrical path when an actuating force is 
applied to the beam and a tether attached to the micromechanical beam at a point 
different than the anchor attachment point.
